London.—If Germany is to be beaten 


in the field, the final blows must be de- 
livered by great American armies. The 
United States must take the place of 
Russia, or the end of the war will find 
the German legions still standing stead- 
fastly on all the fronts. 


Returning to London after some 


weeks with the armies, I found those 
views freely, indeed almost unani- 
mously, expressed, in military and dip- 
lomatic quarters. The same authori- 
ties when I had last seen them, had 
Seen more hopeful for prompt success. 
The military collapse of Russia has 
caused the change in outlook, it has 
turned all eyes here and in France to- 
wards Washington. 


Events transpiring in Russia have 


cleared the air, rolling up the fog of 
war. The situation, from the German 
point of view, is now delightfully sim- 
ple, while few allied statesmen would 
deny the* truth of one of these two 
readings of the position: 


1. Germany cannot be crushed in 


the field within measurable time; she 
cannot defeat France and Britain on 
the west front; she will therefore give 
up Belelnm. northern France, probably 
Alsace-Lorraine, assume 
control of 


Russia, and come out of the war with 
the greatest victory in human his- 
tory. 


2. To prevent tho formation of an 


Invincible Prussian power based on 
the manpower and the Incredibly 
great resources of Russia, the allies 
must and will continue the war until 
they can foil' the plans of the German 
autocracy by destroying that autocracy 
itself. 


Pay to American People. 


If the American people are willing 


to subscribo to the first of these alter- 
natives, there is no reason why the 
war should not end at once. For the 
second alternative, there is no reason 
why the war should not end at once. 
For the second alternative—victory in- 
stead 
of 
defeat—cannot 
now 
be 


achieved without the help of the Amer- 
ican people on a scale undreamed of 
a few months ago.

The complete collapse of the Rus­ 
sian armies fortunately took place at 
a date too late to permit the Germans 
to reap the full benefit of their cheap­ 
ly bought successes by transferring 
troops to the west. 
The full effect of 
the heart-breaking situation in , the 
east will not be felt until spring in the 
west, when, however, military men arc 
agreed, the increased strength Ger­ 
many draws from the east will not en­ 
able her to undertake a great offen­ 
sive with the slightest prospect of suc­ 
cess. It will however stiffen the stub­ 
born defensive which. In the light of 
the present European situation and the 
strength of the rival armies, seems 
Germany’s best as it is her only card. 
New Divisions to West. 
Russia, however, decisively influ­ 
enced' the fate of the western cam­ 
paigns in 1917. Even though few troops 
were actually transferred ffom the 
east front, all the new divisions form­ 
ed in Germany went to the west, while 
the great Russian offensive that was 
part of the 1017 war ¿Ian broke down 
almost before it got started. 
Incredible quantities of munitions 
and guns were sent by the allies to 
Russia; the use made of them can 
be imagined. Had all the manufactur­ 
ing resources of the entente and Amer­ 
ica been poured into France and Flan­ 
ders, the pressure upon the German 
lines wwild have been greatly intensi­ 
fied, 
Germany was able to bring to 
the west front hundreds of batteries 
and millions of shells that under nor­ 
mal conditions must have gone to 
the east. 
The result of the Russian break­ 
down, then, made itself felt in the west 
even as early as the battle of Arras 
and the French offensive of April on 
the Alsne. 
The enemy poured shells 
upon the allies’ positions with a prodi­ 
gality hitherto 
unknown, 
and 
the 
French and British commands knew 
even then that one shell out of every 
three that came over their lines had 
been destined by the Germans for the 
Russian front in the enemy plans for 
this year made before the revolution. 
British Have Done Wonders. 
When the battle of Flanders began 
the process of transfer of metal If not 
men from the east has beeh in full 
stream for many months. Under those 
circumstances the wonder Is not that 
the heroic British infantry, with the 
rain and the mud against them, did not 
accomplish more. It is* a miracle that 
they did so much, and the German 
field grays have never had such a 
pounding, not even on the Somme.

Electrically Controlled 


Boat Was the Invention 


of Joh.n Hays Hammond 


Recently cables from England mndo 


brief mention of the "electrically con- 
trolled high speed boat" which, it was 
announced the enemy was operating 
off the coast of Flanders. 
A veil of 


mystery was thrown over the new ves- 
sel and naturally curiosity on this side 
of the Atlantic was heightened by the 
lack of detail in the messages announc- 
ing the new craft. One satisfactory 
feature ,of the announcement was the 
fact that it apparently proved a fail- 
ure at its first trial.

Feathered Night Fishes. 


One of the most remarkable instan- 


ces of phosphorescent light appearing 
on living creatures is found among the 
herons. Among the quays and at the 
extreme end of Florida these oirds are 
found in countless numbers. Mullet 
fishermen and sportsmen often noticed 
peculiar dim lights standing motion- 
less over the water among the man- 
grove thickets. They were discovered 
however, to depend on the presence of 
the birds. When they were approach- 
ed in the dark th,e flapping of wings 
as a heron flew away would mean the 
last of the lights. The Adrea Hero- 
dias, or great heron, has on its breast 
a spot about as large as the open palm, 
where the feathers are covered with 
a thick yellow powder that is easily, 
shaken off, and evidently exudes from 
the body at this spot as a secretion, 
drying into a powder when exposed to 
the air. 
The bird stands motionless 


in the water, and the spot is undoubt- 
edly used for or accomplishes the end 
of attracting the smaller fishes with- 
in reach of the bird.

Bread, eight slices, or eight ounces. 
Butter, 1% ounces, or 2^^ cubic 
inches. 
Steamed apple (or other fruit) pud­ 
ding. (Ingredients: Wwo cupfuls flour, 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
butter, 
three- 
fourths cupful milk, four apples, one 
tablespoonful sugar.) 
Sauce. 
(Ingredients: One-half cup­ 
ful sugar, IVz tablespoonfuls flour, two 
teaspoonfuls butter, one-fourth cupful 
w'ater, flavoring.) 
SUPPER. 
A gravy made out of one pint of 
skimmilk, one-fourtli cupful, flour, two 
level teaspoonfuls but ter and four 
ounces salt or smoked fish (just enough 
for-flavor). To this can be added the 
egg yolk left from the frosting of the 
cake. 
(See below.) 
Rice, eight ounces, or one cupful, 
measured before being cooked. 
Bread, eight slices, or eight ounces. 
Butter, 1% ounces, or 2Yq cubic 
inches. 
One-half of a cake. (Ingredients for 
whole cake: One-fourth cupful butter, 
one-half cupful sugar, one egg, one-half 
cupful milk, 1% cupfuls flour, 2^^ tea­ 
spoonfuls baking powder.)

Electrically Controlled 
Boat Was the Invention 
of Johji Hays Hammond 


Recently cobles from England made 
brief mention of (he “electrically con­ 
trolled high speed boat” which, it was 
announced the enemy was operating 
off the coast of Flanders. 
A veil ol 
mystery was throv/n over the new ves­ 
sel and naturally curiosity on this side 
of the Atlantic was heightened by the 
lack of detail in the messages announc­ 
ing the new <craft. One satisfactory 
feature .of the announcement w^as the 
fact that it apparently proved a fail­ 
ure at its first trial. 
There Is, however, nothing new In 
the electrically controlled boat !foi< 
such a vessel was given a thorough

The 
strange craft was the invention of 
John Hays Hammond, son of the fa­ 
mous American mining engineer. 
It 
was controlled by wireless weaves from 
the shore and was designed to carry a 
high explosive charge. 
Mr. Hammond’s invention was in 
fact a torpedo which could be con­ 
trolled from the shore resembling in 
this respect the old Brennan torpedo, 
which was employed in tlie British 
coast defenses 20 years ago and was 
steered and driven by thin wires run­ 
ning over drums in the torpedo and 
actuating the screws when tiie wires 
were wound in by an engine ashore. 


Feathered Night Fishes. 


One of the most remarkable instan­ 
ces of phosphorescent iiglit appearing 
on living creatures Is found among tho 
herons. Among the quays and at tho 
extreme end of Florida these oirds are 
found in countless numbers. Mullet 
fishermen and sportsmen often noticed 
peculiar dim lights standing motion­ 
less over the water among the man­ 
grove thickets. They were discovered 
however, to depend on the presence of 
tlie birds.

last of the lights. Tiie Adrea Hero- 
dias, or great hex’on, has on Its breast 
a spot about as large as the open palm, 
where the feathers are covered witli 
a thick yellow powder that is easilj^ 
shaken off, and evidently eludes from 
the body at this spot as a secretion, 
drying into a powder wlien exposed to 
the air. The bird stands motionless 
in the water, and the spot is undoubt­ 
edly used for or accomplishes the end 
of attracting the smaller fishes with­ 
in reach of the hirci.

The war has earned an increased demand 


for white mice and other variety of ro 
dents and a number of Hanover residents, 
it has been learned, have begun to breec 
mice, for whi-ch they find a ready market 
One dealer estimated that between 600 
and 800 mice of white and other species 
are shipped out of Hanover monthly to 
dealers in New York, Philadelphia and 
Washington.

This brings the total purchase 
price to 8141,000 
The tract which was 


bought by the Bethlehem company, hae 
been in Bittinger hands for 165 years. It 
was originally granted by Thomas aud 
Richard Penn on May 7, 1753, to Adam 
Bittinger. The quarries on the premises 
are said, to have been operated for 100 
years or more. Besides the several quar- 
ries there are six tenement houses on the 
farm, which have also been bought by the 
steel company.

One dealer estimated that between COO 
and 800 mice of wbite and other species 
are shipped out of Hanover monthly t*) 
dealers in New York, Philadelphia and 
Washington. The Hanover dealers are 
offering 25 cents apiece for white mice,

ican lied Cross society has an urgent need 
for white mice for' tho treatment of eol 
diers stricken by pneumonia.

CROSS DISPLACES CRESCENT 


Down Through the Ages the Holy City 


Has Been Prey of Half the Races 


of the World and Has Been 


Destroyed and Rebuilt 


Many Times. 


The capture of Jerusalem by the 


British forces marks the end, with two 
brief interludes, of more than twelve 
hundred years' possession of the seat 
of the Chilstiau religion by the Mo- 
hammedans. The last Christian ruler 
of Jerusalem was the German emperor 
Frederick II, whose short-lived domi- 
nation lasted from 1229 to 1244. 


In sentiment and romantic aspect 


the capture of Jerusalem far exceeds 
even the fall of fable-crowned Bagdad. 


Since the days when David wrested 


It from the hands of Jebusites to make 
It the capital of the Jewish race, Jeru- 
salem has been the prey of half the 
races of the world. It has passed suc- 
cessively into the hands of the Assy- 
rians, Babylonians, Greeks, Romans, 
Persians, Arabs, Turks, the Crusaders, 
finally to fall before the descendants 
of that Richard the Lion Hearted who 
strove in vain for its possession more 
than seven hundred years ago. 


The historic city has been destroyed 


and rebuilt times without number, 
only to finally fall for the second time 
Into the hands of Christian British. 


Great Moral Victory. 


The gigantic British enciicling strat- 


egy took in, on the south, the little 
town of Bethlehem, where Christ was 
born, 2,017 jears ago. 
Theie seems 


to be no doubt that the captuie of 
Jerusalem is one of the most stupen 
dous moral victories of the war. 


It is a unique fact that British lead 


ers and British armies now, as in the 
centuries past, are still the tenacious, 
Buccetsful foes of Mohammed's people. 
In the twelfth cennuy Ricluid Coeur 
de Lion, in penitence for landed sins 
decided to absolve himself of mundane 
taints bj engaging in an altimslic cam 
paign for the- delheiancc ot Jerusa- 
lem to Christian control. In a .series 
of campaigns he fought the mighty 
Salndin 
tluough 
many 
-sanguinary 


battles to a truce, lie found it impos- 
sible to maintain a maximum fighting 
strength through the extreme line of 
communications. Disease and misfor- 
tune reduced his armies to nomadic 
Lands, which were, some of them, 
taken as slaves by the Mussulmans. 
Others roamed the continent for jears 
or engaged in rnercenaiy wars wher- 
ever thej found clucltains willing to 
employ them. 


Richard himself became a fugitive, 


was arrested by enemies while strug- 
gling his way thiough Austria, and 
only released when fiiends in Britain 
'raised enormous ransoms. 


Interesting Campaign. 


It is an interesting campaign that 


has just been successful in lestoring

Story of Jerusalem. 


The Tell el-Amarna tablets reveal 


there was an important ''town on the 
site of Jerusalem In the fifteenth cen- 
tury B. C, called ITrsaliin. The ear- 
liest mention of the place in Scrip- 
ture is in Gen. 14:8, where Melchise- 
dek is called "King of Salem." It next 
appears as the Jebus, the stronghold 
of the Jebusites, which long held out 
against the Israelite invaders. 


With King David a new chapter 


opens, for it was he who made the 
final conquest of the fortress, joining 
the lower city with the citadel of 
Mour.t Zion. 
The first temple there 


ttr.s built by Solomon, and the story 
of its construction (and the articles 
used as outlined in the Scripture story 
ghe some idea of its magnificence. 


After the revolt of Jeroboam, the 


city was successively attacked by She- 
shak, king of Egypt, 935 B. C.; ^he 
Philistines and Arabs, S50 B. C.; Jeho- 


accordlng to Josephu*. amounted t« 
above a million souls, and the cuptivctt 
to almost a hundred thousand. 


In 134 A. D. the rebellion, of Bar 


Cochba was the signal for another dev- 
astation, but in 130 Hadrian rebuilt 
the city, called \\ Aella Capitolina, and 
generally paganized it. When the Ro- 
man empire eventually became Chris- 
tian, the Jews acquired the right to 
visit Jerusalem 
annually to lament 


over the ruins of their loved city. 


In 333 the-Church of the Holy Sep- 


ulcher was founded. In 362 Julian at- 
tempiod to rebuild the temple, but was 
prevented. 


The next 
Important 
epoch was 


about 460, when the Empress Budocla 
visited Palestine and expended large 
sums on the improvement of the city. 
A church was built above the pool of 
Siloam, and after having completely 
disappeared for many centuries it was 
recovered by F. J. Bliss when making 
his exploration of Jerusalem. 


The empress also erected a large 


church in honor of St. Stephen north 
of the Damascus gate. The site of 
this church was discovered in 1874 and 
It has since been rebuilt. 


In 532 Justinian erected important

brought, however, a fresh succession 
of troubles upon it. It was besieged 
by the Creeks in 130, 134, G5 and C3 
R C, and the temple was pillaged in 
55 B. C. The Roman domination un- 
der lleiod brought an interval of 
peace, lleiod built a palace, restoied 
the citadel Antonla, and in 19 B C.

Jerusalem is veiy closely identified 


with the earthly life of Jesus Christ 
It was to the gteat Jewish festival 
there he was taken by h's parents. 
Here they lost him and on returning 
lound him conversing with the wise 
men. 


It was to the city he looked when 


he utteicd his plaintive cry, '0 Jeru- 
salem, Ihou that Killest the piophets 
and stonost them sent unto thee," tm- 
ishinjr by predicting its doom, which 
occmred just over seventy years later. 


It was to Jerusalem he went for the 


last week of his life, "tho Passion 
week," as we term it, and on entenug 
the city on an ass the thronmng 
crowds cast down branches of palm 
trees, hailing him as king. 


Walk to Golgotha. 


His mock trial In Pilate's hall and 


walk to Golgotha outside the city 
where on the cross the world's Re- 
deemer was crucified, add most pro- 
found interest to Jerusalem. It wa 
within'pight of the city, with the dis- 
ciples around him, that Christ as- 
cended to heaven, leaving for his fol- 
lowers the command to go out into all 
the world and proach the gospel to 
every creatuie, and to begin the story 
of the evangel in Jerusalem. 


Here 40 days later Peter preached 


to the thronging crowds assembled at 
Jerusalem for the Passover. This mar- 
velous sermon created such a powerful 
Impression that 3,000 responded to his 
summons. 


In *he early days of the Christian 


era the Jews were in constant revolt 
against the Roman power. At length 
Titus, son of Vespasian, was sent to 
take and destroy the city. 
In spite 


of a heroic Jewish defense and after 
n siege of 143 days it fell to Titus in 
70 A. D. 


The greater part of thg populace 


was put to the sword and the city 
entirely razed by the piovv. So that, 
according to Christ's prophecy, not one 
stone remained upon another. 
T*»e 


numbers who petfsV:1 'n thle tlego, 


buildings, fragments of which remain 
incorporated with the mosque, but 
these and the other Christian build- 
ings were ruined in about 014 by the 
de.strojmg King Cho^roes II.

A -short bieathmg space was allowed 


the Cluisrians after this storm, and 
then the young strength of Islam sw ept 
over them. In 037 Om:,r conquered 
Jerusalem after four months' siege 
Under the comparatively casj rule of 
the Ommiad caliphs Christians did not 
suffer 
' evcrely. 
Though excluded 


from the temple area, they were free 
to use poitions of the Holy Sepulcher. 


This, however, could not last under 


the fanatical Fatlmate caliphs, who 
succeeded them, and the suffering of 
the Chustians then led to that ex- 
traordmaiy series of Invasions com- 
monly called the Crusades. The Cru- 
saders were a semlrehgious and a 
seini-inihtary movement. They repre- 
sented the passions and ideas of Eu- 
rope in the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies—its chivalry, its haired of Mo- 
hammedanism and Its desire to pos- 
sess the spots hallowed by the suffer- 
ings of our Lord. Their long continu- 
ance shows-the intensity of the senti- 
irents which possessed them. Dm ing 
this peiiod Palestine was harried for 
about a hundred veais and the tindy- 
mar tradition of which no doubt re- 
tarded the final triumph of Christian- 
ity over the Arab. In 1247 Jerusalem 
became subject to Etjypt for 270 years 
until the Ottoman sultan, Selim I, con- 
quered Sj ria in 1317, and Turkish 
posse^'ion h.is continued to the pres- 
ent d.yr .ind vnder rule piactically 
without a history. 


Singularly Situated. 


In 1187 Jerusalem fell to Saladin, 


v.ho rebuilt its walls. From 1229 to 
1_'41 the German Christians held Je- 
nisilom, but in 121-1 a fearful nias- 
s.uie shallowed up the last telics of 
ChiisM.iu occupation 
In 1517 it was 


conqueuO by the Sultan Selim I, and 
since then it has been a Turkish city. 
Selim s sue cessor Suleiman the Mag- 
nificent, 
lestored 
the 
fortifications, 


which since that tiire have been little 
altered. 


The situation of Jerusalem is In 


several respects singular among the 
cities of Palestine. Its elevation is re- 
markable, occasioned not from its be- 
ing- on the summit of one of the nu- 
merous hills t>t Judea, like most of 
the towns and villages, but because it 
is on the edge of one of the highest 
tablelands of the country. 


Although to a certain extent the 


four hills on which It is built—Zion, 
Moriah, Acra r.nd Bezetha—may stHl 
be distinguished, their actual bound- 
aries cannot he traced. The contour 
of these hills has been changed by the 
accumulation of debris of past centu- 
ries. Jerusalem is connected with its 
port, Jaffa, by a carriage road 41 
miles and by a meter-gauge railway 5-1 
miles, which was completed in 1892 
and worked by a French company.

. In boring the Mount Cenis tunnel 
gunpowder was used in the blasting 
operations, the charges being fired in 
front of a movable bulkhead, which 
was advanced as the work progressed. 
;The credit of the work belongs to three 
Italian engineers, Sommeiller, Grnndls 
and Grattoni. The boring was finished 
In 1870, and it was opened to traffic 
two years later, equipped with a dou- 
ble track railway. The total expendi- 
ture for building it \vns $15,000,000, 
and took 13% years to finish. The 
Sardinian government financed the en- 
tire undertaking. It is an example of 
tunnel construction by the drift meth- 
od.

Ruth Cruger, pretty high school girl, 


was sought by the police. Leaving her 
home, happy and contented, she was 
swallowed up in tha swirl of the great 
city and no clews to her whereabouts 
had been unearthed. Because her fam- 
ily is of prominence and because of her 
father's insistence the case was widely 
discussed and given much publicity, 
but the case of Ruth Cruger was only 
one of hundreds. 


Every year there are 3,500 missing 


persons in New York, according to po- 
lice estimates.

First Dispatch From United States 


Steamship Australplain. 


Washington.—For the first time since 


Its colonization in 17SO by mutineers 
of the British warship Bounty and Ta- 
uitian women Pitcairn island, a dot in 
the Pacific about midway between 
Panama and New Zealand, is to re- 
ceive mail from the United States 
The historic event is announced In the 
usual dry, formal mail notice as fol- 
lows: 


"Postmaster Morgan advises that the 


steamship Australplain will sail from 
New York on or about March 15, 1917, 
via the Panuma canal for Pitcairn Is- 
land, being due to arrive tkere within 
twenty-five days of the date of sailing. 
He issues this notice In order that the 
patrons of the postal service may take 
advantage of this unusual opportunity 
for the expeditious dispatch of mail 
for the place named." 


It is not likely that the mall to Pit 


cairn Island will be a heavy one, since 
only one Pitcairn Islander, Miss Emily 
McCoy, has ever visited the United 
States to make friends here. 
Miss 


McCoy left the island about fifteen 
years ago to study nursing. Probably 
she will be the only pe:son in the 
United States to whom the mail serv 
ice to .Pitcairn island will be of Inter 
est. There are about 170 men, women 
and children oa the island.

IN THE WORLD 


Seat 
of 
Christian 
Religion 
Wrested From IVIoslem After 
1,200 Years’ Rule. 


CROSS DISPLACES CRESCENT 


Down Through the Age« the Holy City 
H«8 Been Prey of Half the Races 
of the World and Has Been 
Destroyed and Rebuilt 
Many Times. 


Tlie capture oi .Torusnlom by the 
Britlsli forces marks the end, with two 
hriof interludes, oi more than twelve 
hundred years^ possession of the scat 
of the Christian religion by the Mo­ 
hammedans, 
The last Christian ruler 
of Jerusalem was the German emperor 
Frederick II, whose short-lived domi­ 
nation lasted from 1229 to 1244, 
In sentiment and romantic aspect 
the capture of Jerusalem far exceeds 
even the fall of fable-crowned Bagdad, 
Since the days when David wrested 
It from the hands of Jebusltes to make 
ft tlie capital of the Jewish race, Jeru­ 
salem has been the prey of half the 
races of the world. It has passed suc­ 
cessively into tlie hands of the Assy­ 
rians, Babylonians, Greeks, Romans, 
Persians, Arabs, Turks, the Crusaders, 
finally to fall before the descendants 
of that Richard the Lion Hearted w’ho 
strove In vain for Its possession more 
tlian seven hundred years ago. 
The historic city has been destroyed 
and rebuilt times without number, 
only to finally fall for the second time 
Into the Imnds of Christian British. 
Great Moral Victory. 
The gigantic British encircling strat­ 
egy took In, on the south, the little 
town of Bethlehem, where Christ was 
born, 2.017 years ago. 
There seems 
to be no doubt that the capture of 
Jerusalem Is one of the most stupen» 
dous moral victories of the war. 
It Is a unique fact that British lead­ 
ers and British armies now, as In the 
centuries past, are still the tenacious, 
«ucceb’sful foes of Mohammed's people. 
In tlie twelfth century Richard Cotnir 
de Lion, In penitence for fancied sins, 
decided to absolve himself of mundane 
taints by engaging In an altruistic cam­ 
paign for the deliverance of Jerusa­ 
lem to Christian control. 
In a series 
of campaigns he fought the mighty 
Saladin 
through 
many 
sanguinary 
battles to a truce. He found it impos­ 
sible to maintain a maximum fighting 
strength through the extreme line of 
communications. 
Disease and misfor­ 
tune «reduced his armies to nomadic 
bands, Mhich were, some of them, 
taken as slaves by the Mussulmans. 
Others roamed the continent for years 
or engaged in mercenary wars wher­ 
ever they found chieftains willing to 
employ them. 
Richard himself became a fugitive, 
was arrested by enemies while strug­ 
gling his way through Austria, and 
only released when friends In Britain 
•raised enormous ransoms. 
Interesting Campaign. 
It Is an interesting campaign that 
has just been successful in restoring 
Jerusalem. A glance at the geograph- 


ilttle tt'ouble rrom natural ob?rncies. 
Some distance above Askclon the In­ 
vading army apparently forked, ono 
branch 
continuing up the const to 
Ja rfa and the other turning north west* 
\vard toward Jerusalem, which lies in 
the hilly country. 
Story of Jerusalem. 
The Tell el-Amarna tablets reveal 
Ihore was an iinportant 'town on the 
site of Jerusalem in the fifteenth cen­ 
tury B. C., called Ursalim. 
The ear­ 
liest mention of the place In Scrip­ 
ture Is in Gen. 14:8, where Melrhise- 
dek is called “King of Salem.** It next 
appears as the Jebus, the stronghold 
of the Jebusltes, which long held out 
against the Israelite Invaders. 
With King David a new chapter 
opens, for it v;as he who made the 
final conquest of the fortress, joining 
the lower city with the citadel of 
Mount Zion, 
The first temple there 
wns built by Solomon, and the story 
of Its construction and the articles 
used as outlined in tiio Scripture story 
give some idea of its magnificence. 
After the revolt of Jeroboam, the 
city was successively attacked by She- 
shak, king of Egypt, 035 B. C .; ^he 
Philistines and Arabs, S50 B. C .; Jeho- 


according lo Josephu-i, ainountei* tn 
above a million souls, ond the captlvcs 
to almost a hundred thousand. 
In 134 A. D« the rebellion of Bar 
Cochba was the signal for another dev­ 
astation, but In 13G Hadrian rebuilt 
the city, called it Aelia Capitolina* and 
generally paganized it. 
AVhen the Ro­ 
man empire eventually became Chris­ 
tian, the Jews acquired the right to 
visit Jerusalem annually to lament 
over the ruins of their loved city. 
In 333 the-Church of the Holy Sep­ 
ulcher was founded. In 3G2 Julian at­ 
tempted to rebuild the temple, but wa» 
prevented. 
The 
next 
Important 
epoch 
was 
about 400, when the Empress EudocIa 
visited Palestine and expended large 
sums on the improvement of t)ie city. 
A church was built above the pool of 
Siloam, and after having completely 
disappeared for many centuries It was 
recovered by F. J. Bliss when making 
his exploration of Jerusalem. 
The empress also erected a lafge 
church in honor of St. Stephen north 
of the Damascus gate. 
The site of 
this church w*as discovered in 1874 and 
it has since been rebuilt. 
In 532 Justinian erected Important

Lapse in History. 
We know practically nothiui^ of its 
history for.more than a century, until 
In 332, Alexander the Great conquered 
Syria. 
The gates of Jerusalem were 
opened to him, and he left the Jews in 
peaceful occupation. 
The 
revolt 
of 
the 
Maccabees 
brought, however, a fresh succession 
of troubles upon it. 
It was besieged 
by the Greeks In 139, 134, 05 and 03 
B. C., and the temple was pillaged in 
55 B. C. 
The Roman domination un­ 
der Herod brought an interval of 
peace, 
Herod built a palace, restored 
the citadel Antonia, and in 19 B. C. 
began the erection of the third temple. 
Jerusalem is very closely identified 
with the earthly life of Jesus Christ. 
It was to the great JcAvish festival 
there he was taken by his parents. 
Here they lost him and on returning 
found him conversing with the wise 
men. 
It was to the city he looked when 
he uttered his plaintive cry, “0 Jeru- 
^ salem, thou that killest the pro]>hets 
and stonest them sent unto thee,** fin­ 
ishing by predicting its doom, which 
occurred just over seventy years later. 
It was to Jerusalem he went for the 
last week of his life, “the Passion 
week,** as wo term it, and on entering 
the city on an ass the thronging 
crowds cast down branches of palm 
trees, hailing him as king. 
Walk to Golgotha. 
His mock trial in Pilate’s Jiall and 
walk to Golgotha outside the city, 
where on the cross the world’s Re­ 
deemer was crucified, add most pro­ 
found interest to Jenisalem. 
It was 
Mithin'sight of the city, with the dis­ 
ciples around him, that Christ as­ 
cended to heaven, leaving for his fol­ 
lowers the command to go out into all 
the world and praach the gosjjel to 
every creature, tind to begin the story 
of the evangel in Jerusalem, 
Here 40 days later Peter preached 
to the thronging crowds assembled at 
Jerusalem fur the Passover. This m ar­ 
velous sermon created such a j^owerful 
Impression that 3,000 responded to his 
summons. 
In ^he early days, of the Christian 
era the Jews were in constant revolt 
agtiinst the Roman i^owex*. 
At length 
Titus, son of Vespasian, w*as sent to 
take and destroy the city. 
In spite 
of a heroic Jewish defense and after 
a siege of 143 days it fell to Cl'jtus in 
70 A. D. 
The greater part of thd populace 
was put to the swpj'd and the city 
entirely raxed by the piow. 
Ho that, 
accoJ'ding to Christ’s proiJhe^y, not one 
Intone remained upon another. 
TJie

from the temple area, they were free 
to use portions of the Holy Sepulcher. 
This, how^ever, could not last under 
the fanatical Fatimate caliphs, who 
succeeded them, and the suffering of 
the Christians then led to that ex­ 
traordinary series of Invasions com­ 
monly called the Crusades. 
The Cru­ 
saders were a semireligious and a 
semi-military movement. 
They repre­ 
sented the passions and ideas of Eu­ 
rope in the twelfth and thirteenth cen­ 
turies—its chivalry, its hatred of Mo­ 
hammedanism and Its desire to pos­ 
sess the spots hallowed by the sufi.’er- 
Ings of our Lord. 
Their long continu­ 
ance shows »the intensity of the senti­ 
ments M’hich possessed them. 
During 
this period Palestine was harried for 
about a hundred years and the undy­ 
ing tradition of which no doubt re­ 
tarded the final triumph of Christian­ 
ity over the Arab. 
In 1247 Jerusalem 
became subject to Egypt for 270 years 
until the Ottoman sultan, Sellm I, con­ 
quered Syria in 1517, and Turkish 
possession has continued to the pres­ 
ent diLV and under rule practically 
witlioui a history. 
Singularly Situated, 
In 3187 Jerusalem fell to Saladin, 
v,'ho rebuilt its walls. 
From 1220 to 
1241 the German Christians held Je- 
rusiilem, but in 1244 a fearful mas- 
sat'ro swallowed up the last relics of 
Cliristian occupation. 
In 1517 it was 
conquered by the Sultan Selim I, and 
since then It has been a Turkish city» 
Selim’s successor, Suleiman the Mag- 
nific^Mit, 
restored 
the 
fortifications, 
which since that time have been little 
altered. 
The situation of Jerusalem is In 
several respects singular among the 
cities of Palestine, Its elevation Is i‘o- 
markable, occasioned not from Its be­ 
ing'on the summit of one of the nu­ 
merous hills of Judea, like mostf of 
the towns and villages, but because it 
is on the edge of one of the highest 
tablelands of the country. 
Although to a certain extent the 
four hills on which it is built—Zion, 
Moriah, Acra and Bezetha—may sti4l 
be distinguished, their actual bound­ 
aries cannot be traced. 
The contour 
of these Jiills has been changed by tho 
accumulation of debris of past centu­ 
ries. 
Jerusalem is connected with its 
port, Jaffa, by a carriage road 41 
miles and by a meter-gauge railway 54 
miles, wliich was completed in 1802 
and worked by a French company. 
Prior to 1858, when the modern 
building period commenced, Jerusalem 
lay wholly within its slxteenth-ceniury 
walls^ and even as late as I67i there 
were few private residences beyond 
their limits. 
At present Jerusalem 
without the Avails covers a larger area 
tham that wjthln. 
The last census gave the population 
a$ 00,000—Moslems 7.000, Christians 
13:000. Jews 40,000. 
During tJie pil­ 
grimage season it is Increased by 
about 15,000 travelers.

proper, functioning of the^ egg organs. 
To the average person this statement 
will 
undoubtedly

far-fetched 
when applied to an animal of such low 
mentality as is ascribed to the hen, 
but practical poultrymen know how 
hard it ts to encourage their fowls to 
lay during the winter and how easily 
they quit.

.‘•Hello,-------- "-------------------- is mis­ 
sing.** The lieutenant jots down a few 
words, the description is flashed to ev­ 
ery detectivc headquarters, and the 
search for “another missing person** 
is on. 
lluth Cruger, pretty high school girl, 
was sought by the police. Leaving her 
home, happy and contented, she was 
swallowed up In the swirl of the great 
city and no clewii to her whereabouts 
had been unearthed. Because her fam­ 
ily is of prominence and because of her 
father’s insistence the case was widely 
discussed luid given much publicity, 
but tlie case of Ruth Cruger was only 
one of hundreds. 
Every year there are 3.500 missing 
persons in New York, accoi*dlng to po­ 
lice estimates. 
Most of the mlsshig 
persons are girls—pretty, happy girls, 
youthful and of good home training. 
They are swallowed In the highways 
and* byways of the mammoth city. 
Most of them never retuni, and the 
public hears of the disappearance of 
but very few. 
Dorothy Arnold wont shopping on 
Fifth avenue one afternoon in 1910. 
No one saw her leave a certain shop 
she entered, and the four corners of 
the globe have been searched for her. 
They still seek her. 
Ruth Wheeler needed a job, and she 
answered an advertisement. Her bat­ 
tered little body was found days later, 
and a ne’er do well, Wolter, was later 
put to death for her murder. 
The hacked up body of Anna AumuU 
ler was found in the river. Hundreds 
of anxious mothers and fathers viewed 
her bod3% believing it might be their 
daughter. 
Her slayer was also exe­ 
cuted. 
These are but a few of the hundreds 
of missing. Why missing? Police an­ 
swer-white slavery, lack of courage to 
face disgrace, failure at business, fam­ 
ily troubles, broken faith, disappointed 
love, wanderlust and the lure of adven­ 
ture. 
Do they come back? Police say of 
the 3.500 or more ^vho disappear each 
year perhaps a little more than half 
return or are found. The other half? 
They seem to vanish. 
The telephone bell of the lieutenant’s 
desk at police headquarters buzzes— 
another addition to the hundreds of 
missing. 


PITCAIRN 
ISLAND MAIL 


Adams County firm«, farmorfl, orchard- 
ista, and othera needing help may file ap­ 
plications for laborers with W, V* 6 arnef>, 
ot York, who has been appointed by the 
State Department of J^bor and loduetrv 
aa local agent of one of the employment 
bureaus being established throughout 
Pennsylvania, located at Philadelphia, 
Harrisburg, Pittsburgh, Scranton, Wil 
liampport and Erie. The York agency 
will be a unit of Zone No. 1, located at 
Harrisburg. It will be the agent’s duty 
to obtain all data concerning shortage and 
surplus ot civilian labor in this vicinity 
In order to get the statistics Agent Barnes 
will be compelled to work with farm 
agenta, who represent the rural districts, 
and the various city employes, It was 
pointed out that it was not the intention 
of the bureaus to rob the districts of labor, 
but they are to be an established market 
for labor. Employes who wish to obtain 
work are urged to confer with Mr. Barnes. 
It is the plan of the bureau to keep em­ 
ployes as close to their homes as possible. 


The third annual automobile show oi 
the Yotk Automobile Dealers* association 
will be held irorn Saturdayi January 26, 
to Saturday, February 2, both dates in 
elusive. A feature of the exhibits this 
year will be two war airplanes, such as 
are being used by the allies in air raids 
over German trenches.

First Dispatch From United Statea by 
Staamship Australpiain. 
Washington.—For the lirst time since 
Its colonization in 1780 by mutineers 
of the British warship Bounty and Ta­ 
hitian w^omen Pitcairn island, a dot In 
the Pacific about midway between 
Panama and New Zealand, Is to re­ 
ceive mail from the United States. 
The historic event Is announced in the 
usual dry, formal mail notice as fol­ 
lows: 
“I^ostmaster Morgan advises tliat the 
steamship Australpiain will sail from 
New York on or about Maivh 15, 1017, 
via the Panama canal for Pitcairn is­ 
land, being due to arrive tli»re within 
twenty-fjva days of the date of sailing. 
He issues this notice in order that the 
patrons of the postal service may t*ike 
advantage of this unusual opportunity 
for the expeditious dispatch of mail 
for the place named/* 
It Is not likely that the mall to Pit-i 
cairn Island will bo a heavy one, since 
only one Pitcairn islander, Miss Emily 
McCoy, has ever visited the United 
Stiites to make friends here. 
Miss 
McCoy left the island about fifteen 
years ago to study nursing. Probably 
she will be the only person hi the 
United States to whom the mail serv­ 
ice to Pitcairn Island will bo of Inter­ 
est. There are about 170 men, women 
and children on the island.

After three months of struggling for life 


against desperate odds, William S. Kraber, 
sou of Mrs. Emma E. Kraber, of York, 
died on Friday morning at tbe Wes Side 
Sanatorium from a broken back sustained 
in a fall on the Edward Hantz farm, a 
short distance south of York. Since the 
time of the accident, which occurred on 
the morning of September 26th, last when 
he fell from a pear tree to a rail fence, 
poung Kraber had been confined to the 
\Yest Side Sanatorium. In an effort to 
save the young man's life an unusuel oper- 
ation was performed on him shortly after 
his admission to the institution. A frag- 
ment of bone \vas removed from his light 
foot and grafted to the broken back bon j 
Besides being fractured in three places, 
the backbore was splintered at several 
places 
Fragments uf the broken bone 


caused a puncttireof the bpinal cord which 
paialy::ed the entile lower, portion of his 
body. I'hysici:ins and nurses say that the 
fight joung Kraber made for his life is al 
most beyond belief. 
After the operation 


he was stretched on the flat of his back, 
in which petition he remained until his 
death 
It was nuring his his confinement 


to tiie institution that he celebrated his 
twenty-second birthday anniversary in the 
presence of a circle of relatives and friends.
